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Car and Truck Production Holds Steady Currently at 58,031 Units; 
Jan. Car Sales Rise 25 Per Cent, Trucks 40 Per Cent in Rural Areas; 
Supreme Court Upholds South Carolina’s Truck Load-Limit Law 


With all but one company operat- 
ing, ADN estimates car and truck | 
production for the current week, end- | 
ing Feb. 19, at 58,031 units for the | 
United States and Canada, compared | 
with a revised total of 57,390 units in the previous week 
and 81,282 units in the corresponding period of last year. 

With current sales trends, both of new and used cars, 
showing decided improvements almost everywhere, it 
appears quite likely that automotive operations will hover 
between 50,000 and 60,000 units per week for the next 
month, after which it is probable that assembly lines will 
be speeded to take care of the anticipated spring sales | 
upswing. The current sales trends is credited with | 
prompting the resumption of operations this week at 
Willys and Hupmobile; the speeding of production at 
Studebaker, Packard and Buick, and maintenance of a 
steady pace in General Motors, Ford and Chrysler divi- | 
sions. 

General Motors’ 21,401 units tops the industry’s opera- 
tions currently, with Chevrolet holding to its 15,000 per 
week rate. The GM total compares with a revised total 
of 21,022 last week and 8,500 units in the same period of 
1937, when plants were just being reopened after sit- 
down strikes. Buick’s projected 3,151 units this week 
represents an increase of about 300 over the previous | 
week’s 2,841. Oldsmobile has 1,750 cars carded, Pontiac 
expects around 1,000 and Cadillac-LaSalle should get 
about 500. 

With the total output estimated by ADN at 17,170 uni:s 
this week, Ford operations continue at near-normal, 
although somewhat under last week’s 17,670 jobs. Ford 
should account for roughly 16,500 units of this week’s 
total, while Lincoln and Lincoln-Zephyr figure on about | 
670 cars. 

Averaging three days in lower-priced lines and slightly 
less in the two higher-priced cars, Chrysler divisions 
have around 9,750 units scheduled for the current week, 
compared with a revised total of 9,950 last week and 
23,700 units in the corresponding week of 1937. On three 
days, Plymouth figures to assemble 4,400 cars and trucks 
this week; Dodge should get 3,350 units on the same| 
number of work-days; while Chrysler should account for 
1,200 jobs and De Soto for 800 on less than three days, 
according to ADN figures. 

Packard, with the rate boosted to about 1,300 cars this 
week, takes over the leadership among the independents 
currently. This total compares with 1,000 last week. 
Studebaker likewise has bumped operations, going from 
570 jobs last week to approximately 1,000 currently. 
Hudson has 900 units carded; Nash 685, while Willys 
reopens for the first time since Jan. 1 with 600 jobs 
scheduled for two days’ work. Hupmobile also resumes 
after several weeks’ layoff and expects 100 jobs this week. 
Bantam continues on five days, with 125 units expected 
currently. The miscellaneous group, according to ADN 
estimates, will account for roughly 5,000 units currently.

January in eight semi-industrial states reporting are 
down from 26,654 new passenger cars titled during De- 


;}cember to 23,048 units in January. Commercial sales in 


the same states, however, remained virtually the same, 
with titles totaling 4,120 in January, against 4,174 in De- 
cember. 

If the trend indicated by the reports from the first 19 
states continues, registrations during January should 
slightly exceed the December total of 179,770 units. Titles 
to date are 41,929, against 41,698 for the same states dur- 
ing December. ADN believes, however, that later returns 
from industrial centers may leave the final total for the 
month at about 170,000 units. Sales during January, 1937, 
totaled 280,615. Indicative of the trend of sales, new car

Upholding state’s right to regulate 
interstate commerce activities, as 
long as congress had not legislated 
in the same field, the United States 
supreme court Monday, ruled consti- 
tional the South Carolina law restricting use of state’s 
highways by interstate truckers. The decision, dealing an- 
lother blow to the trucking industry, was opposed by in- 
terstate truckers on the ground that the law’s provisions 
were stricter than is customary, citing standards of the 
U. S. bureau of public roads which allow an axle load of 
| 16,000 to 18,000 pounds and a width of 96 inches. 

The new South Carolina law limits maximum gross 
weight of all trucks at 20,000 pounds, including the load, 
| which would permit not more than 8,000 or 10,000 pounds 
| for the load after allowance from 8,000 to 10,000 pounds 
for weight of truck. The act also requires that a tractor 
|or semi-trailer combination be considered a unit for de- 
termining weight, with truck widths limited to 90 inches. 

Citing a list of supreme court cases on the authority of 
a state over its own highways, the decision declared, “in 
|each of these cases regulation involves a burden on inter- 
| state commerce. But so long as the state action does not 
| discriminate, the burden is one which the constitution 
| permits because it is an inseparable incident of the exer- 
| cise of a legislative authority, which, under the constitu- 
| tion, has been left to the states. 
| “Congress, in the exercise of its plenary power to regu- 
late interstate commerce, may determine whether the bur- 
| dens imposed on it by state regulation, otherwise permis- 
| sible, are too great, and may, by legislation designed to 
| secure uniformity or in other respects to protect the na- 
| tional interest in the commerce curtail to some extent the 
|state’s regulatory power,” it continued. 

The opinion concluded with the statement that “the 
|regulatory measures taken by South Carolina are within 
its legislative power. They do not infringe the fourteenth 
amendment, and the resulting burden on interstate com-
